town road right-of-way.  Nothing in this section shall be interpreted to exempt 13 

projects under this subsection from other required permits or the conditions on 14 

lands subject to existing permits required by this section. 15

Sec. 19c.  EXEMPTION REPEAL 17 

10 V.S.A. § 6081(y) is repealed on January 1, 2027. 18 

Third:  By adding a Sec. 19d to read as follows: 19 

Sec. 19d.  ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION UTILITY PROJECT REPORT 20 
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On or before January 15, 2024, and annually until 2027, any distribution 1 

utility that takes an action exempt under 10 V.S.A. § 6081(y) shall report to the 2 

House Committee on Environment and Energy and the Senate Committees on 3 

Finance and on Natural Resources and Energy on the projects completed 4 

pursuant to that exemption in the preceding year. 5
